THE NINTH ANNUAL NORTHWEST REGIONAL FOLKLIFE

Well, it appears that we at KRAB have lost count 
of the number of times we have broadcast four 
days of live music from the Folklife Festival...

KRAB IS TURNED DOWN FOR FEDERAL PUBLIC BROAD- 


CASTING MONIES...a second time. Congress 
allocated $3.1 billion a year for public 
broadcasting, through the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting. As you might guess, a 
major portion goes to TV; what is left is 
allocated to radio and divided among some 

170 stations, National Public Radio (NPR), 
independent producers, and other radio organi- 
zations. For stations, there is a basic list 
of "standards" that must be met in order to 
get into the funding system. For two years 
now, KRAB has met the standards, but gets 
rejected because we are “second service" in» 
this broadcast market. (KUOW in Seattle and 
KTOY in Tacoma are "first" service). Strict 
adherence to this criteria would mean that 

no community could have two stations until 
all communities have one....regardless of the 
unique service the second station is providing 
or the relative need of the two stations for 
federal funds. 


KR4B FIGHTS BACK. After support from Congress- 
men Dicks, Lowry and Pritchard, Senators Jack- 
son and Magnuson (the "father" of public broad- 
casting), local CPB Board member Paul Fried- 
lander, NFCB and others, KRAB is still] no 
closer to getting our share of tax dollars. 
NFCB and a number of member stations are 
challenging the process. We believe that the 
present competative system of admitting stations 
is not the intent of the Public Telecommunica- 
tions Financing Act of 1978. CPB is taking a 
look at our comments and may propose some 
changes. In the meantime, it may take months 

and our taxpaying dollars are not coming to 

KRAB. And, we continue to spend our time 

looking for operating funds rather than providing 
you with better and more creative programs. 
(note: the person at CPB that administers the 
program has authored an article, “Diverse Pro- 
gramming Doesn't Work"...... hmmmmmmm. . 2.2.6... )
